The liquor seized by the United 
Brutes deputy revenue collector from 
t(a> hum! state officers early in the 
summer, for the reason that when the 
state seized it from the Railroad Com¬ 
pany, the kegs were without proper 
revenue stamps, was released to the 
state, September 8, and is now in fh< 
custody of Sturgis deputy, L’bee A. f 
Poor, who holds it for the state. 

It was ascertained that Dr, St. Ger¬ 
maine, a wholesale liquor dealer of 
Berlin, N. H,, urns the shipper of the 
cargo, consisting of 25 ten and U five 
gallon kegs of whiskey. 

The minimum fine for such violation 
of the _revenue laws is $100 for every 
package containing 5 gallons or over, 
l It seems there xvere some mitigating 
cimtmstanees pleaded by St, Ger¬ 
maine; and the matter was com¬ 
promised with the government, and St* 
Germaine escaped trial. It is learned 
that St. Germaine's bank account 
shrunk more than #1000 in the com¬ 
promising operation.
